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T here are certain things we don't 
tend to dwell on here at Pro 
Mansions. When we review a 
game we don't give a monkey's if it 
was a good game on the PC.

don't see the relevance 99% of the 
time. 

Things are ever so slightly different 
with Roadsters though. Publisher Titus 
has been around far longer than the 
PlayStation but in the last six months 
they have gone ballistic in terms of 
size. They've been buying up 
companies left, right and centre and 
now find themselves as the third 
biggest in Europe behind Eidos and 
Infogrames.

How wrong could you be! You see 
Roadsters brings in the unemployed's 
favourite past-time into the equation. Yes 
kids. You can gamble! Okay you may not 
win £4 like you can on the Princess 
Diana Scratch Card but what this unique 
facet to the gameplay does mean (and 
it's quite important this so take notes) is 
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Upfront & lowdown 

■ Fast cars, hard cash, and gambling. Roadsters Trophy adrenalin-fuelled offering has been hailed 
as the racing game for all speed junkies. What's the dirt? 


R oadsters Trophy is the racing title for 
those who have a thing' about luxury 
cars. And the cars in this game would 
even turn smug Jeremy Clarkson green 
with envy. 

Throughout the game, would-be Jay Kays' get 
to choose from 30 classic beauties, all rear 
wheel drive cars that little boys dream about. 
As you complete the different circuits on offer 
you get to upgrade your car to the ultimate 
bird-magnet. As you weave your way through 
the various levels, vehicles with greater 
horsepower become available. Turbos, 
compressors, tyres, exhausts and kits are 
available for players to buy. 

Each division is set by car power - under 200 
horsepower, 200-300 horsepower and over 350- 
horsepower. You have to complete a division to 


unlock the next in order to build up your 
garage and unlock extra circuits. 

Perhaps the most impressive feature about 
Roadster is the realism it offers. Dave Saunders, 
Lead Programming bod for the game, raves: 
"...the attention to detail is the best part of the 
title. From the realistic tyre marks and weather 
effects, to the 3D sounds which are triggered 
at certain parts of the track...like a church bell 
or a waterfall sound effect. " 

How does this game compare to other racing 
titles? "Graphically this title can hold its own, 
with vehicle reflections, animated drivers, 
multiple playing views and superbly detailed 
tracks. The sheer number of top performance 
vehicles also acts as an added bonus." 
says Dave. 

"The use of physics and mathematics have 


ensured that the game handles as realistically 
as possible."

Final Fantasy VII redefined the RPC 
genre, it pulled the black hood off the 
dungeons and dragons weirdoes and 


believable living breathing 'other' world 
in which you control the destinies of a 
bunch of teenage, angst riddled, 
incredibly powerful mercenaries. They 
bitch, they moan about exams, carry 
huge whips and blades and wander 
round Manchester at 2 in the morning 
attacking anything that moves. Believe 
me. I’ve seen 'em. 

Don't expect a straightforward sequel 
either. Cloud, Tifa and Barret are no 
where to be seen. Now you've got a 
whole new bunch of characters to 
manipulate. Squall, Rinoa, Zell, Selphie,

pushed their closeted multi-sided die 
game into the spotlight. You're still called 
a sad bastard for playing the game, 
just now you're part of a sad 
bastard majority, rather than the sad 
bastard minority. 

So it's back, but it's mutated away 
from the Manga styling of the last game 
and grown up. Cone are the huge heads 
and tiny torsos, everything's now to 
scale, everything now looks real. Or 
should that be unreal? You see, 

Squaresoft have created a totally 


Quistis and Irvine are the roles you'll be 
playing in this game. And it's their plot 
that you'll be sinking so much time into 
uncovering. 

The story itself is totally linear. It 
follows the tale of time contorting 
sorceresses seeking to take over the 
world. It's Squall's job to stop them, fall 
in love and butcher and rob every 
woodland creature he comes across (this 
guy makes Lara Croft look like the World 
Wildlife Fund). 

The plot unravels to reveal an 
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enormous adventure that's akin to 
reading the most spectacular science 
fiction fantasy novel ever written, and 
it's this that drives you to the end of the 
four discs. However, whilst the story is 
very definitely linear, the fighting 
element of the game has become 
gargantuan in its complexity with an 
endless set of choices and options. 

Press circle and you'll be presented 
with one of the most daunting menu 
screens since you 'accidentally' 
downloaded the NATO command's 
launch codes onto your PC. There are 
menus, sub-menus, bi-menus and 
transvestite menu screens. You can: 
junction, item, magic, status, GF, ability,, 
switch, card, config, tutorial and save. 
And that's just the first screen! 

Now it may seem strange to look at 
Final Fantasy as nothing 
more than a bunch of 
options and alternative 
menus, but really that's all it 
is. Okay, so you've got 
spectacular FMV, haunting 
music that's synched into 
every scene and changes 
according to the action, plus 


fluid animation and unbelievable 
background scenery, but that's not the 
real game! 

Success of failure at Final Fantasy VIII 
depends solely upon your ability to use 
your spells, items and GF monsters to 
the best effect. Each decision you make 
in the menu is not only vital to your 
battles, but Is also specific and unique to 
you. Due to the size of the item list, the 
sheer volume of spells on offer and the 
configurations you can implement, every 
game of FFVIII sold around the world will 
be different. Oh, you'll all defeat the evil 
sorceress at the end, but the means that 
took you there will be unique to you. 

And that's what makes this brilliant. 

If you've played FFVII (and if you've 
not then you're a nut), then you'll 
recognise a lot of similarities in the spell 
























and item department. Ultima, fire, ice 
and thunder all return, but the spell 
casting system has totally changed. Now 
you start with a blank spell sheet and 
have to steal (or as the game calls it 
'draw') spells from opponents as you 
battle against them. Draw counts as one 
of your characters' turns and sucks a 
random number of a specified spell from 


second nature (honest). What is tricky, 
and you'll have to bend your head 
around this, is the GF system. GF stands 
for Guardian Force, a selection of 
powerful monsters (remember the 
summon monsters from FFVII?) that can 
be called into battle to fight for you. To 
use a GF you have to junction it with a 
character, which in simple terms means 


'\t's the greatest RPG that's ever been made. 

Breathtaking both visually and 

aurally, it's aTandmark in videogaming' 


an opponent. It can them be either 
stored for later use, or cast immediately 
on your team or back against the foe. 

Now that sounds bloody complicated, 
but after a few battles it'll become 


sticking it into the head of say Squall. 
Squall can then summon a GF during 
battle to unleash a spectacular and 
devastating attack. But that's not all. 
The GF's lend their masters many 
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different abilities. Without GF a character 
cannot use magic, items or draw spells in 
battle. Plus, you can teach the GF 
additional abilities that you can then use 
against your enemies, such as HP absorb 
and attach first commands. You gain GF 
by either beating them in battle or by 
drawing them from a powerful 
opponent. You can then attach/junction 
them to a character and have 
them call upon the GF's 
stunning attacks in the fight 
sequences. Leviathan, for 
example, appears as a water 
snake (if you've seen The 
Abyss you'll know what I mean), then 
flies up a huge cliff and turns into a tidal 
wave that crashes down delivering 
massive water damage. 

As you can gather, most attacks are 
once again elemental. Wind, fire, 
earth, poison, thunder, water all 
feature as spells and different 
monsters, depending upon their 
special skills, are usually weak against 
one or more specific types of attack, 
and isn't your job to find them fast! 

Fire dragons are weak against ice and 
water, but use a fire or wind attack 
and you'll be giving them energy 
rather than taking it away. And that's 
about as straightforward as the battles 
get, so the rest you'll have to learn on 
your own. 

Apart from needing a degree in 
environmental studies, the game also has 
you upgrading you weapons at junk 
shops, tending and caring for the GFs at 
pet shops and travelling the world on 
trains, buses and rented cars and 
eventually spaceships and hovering 
transports. You can even ride chocobos 


massive ball of molten rock into the 
heavens, before belting it back to earth

in Final Fantasy VIII, although you'll have 
to catch them first in one of the forests. 

There are lots of mini-games you must 
complete and card players who usually 
fleece you of all your cards by changing 
the rules to a complicated game of 
trump cards that use creatures for the 
game as face cards. It's weird, it's bizarre, 
and at times it'll completely take your 
breath away with the quantity and 
quality of imagination that's been stuffed 
into four enormous game disks.
